1 . The drawings are objected to because "Figs. 1 A-1 D" should be labeled as 
"PRIOR ART". A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "second portion 
may be integral to at least one component part..." called for in claims 5 and 15 must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

CLAIMS 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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4. Claims 1-7, 9-17, 19-20, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 

by Mitchell (US 6273252). 

Regarding claims 1 and 11, Mitchell shows: 

A electronic device (10, or 40, or 50) having sides, length, width, top, thickness bottom, 

and are shaped irregularly and unsymmetrically (see side curves on 40, 50, antenna on 

10, buttons on the device, all these features make the shape irregularly and 

unsymmetrically); 

A housing (26) having: 

A first portion (body of 26) for surrounding sides and top of the device (10, 40, 50); 

A second portion (30) connected to the first portion (body of 26) for extending across 
the bottom of the device, wherein the second portion (30) may be disconnected (in open 
position) for inserting components parts of the device into or removing component parts 
of the device from the housing. 

Regarding claims 2-4, 6, 7, 9, 10, 12-14, 16-17, 19-20, Mitchell shows: 

The interchangeable housing (26) surrounding component parts of a communication or 

cell phone (10,40, 50); 

The component parts includes at least one of a power source, a keypad, and a display 
(the wireless device 10, 40, 50 would have at least a replaceable battery); 
The transparent window for display or keypad (see 16, 18). 

Regarding claims 5 and 15, as best understood, Mitchell shows: 
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The first portion (body of 26); 

The second portion (30) having at least one component part (32). 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 8 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Mitchell. 

Regarding claims 8 and 18, Mitchell appears shows a transparent window. 
Mitchell differs from the claimed invention in that the window is not an opening. 
However, it is notorious well known that window can be an opening or covered with a 
transparent material. Further, from the present application, the window can be an 
opening or a transparent material. In other words, there is no teaching of criticality for 
one window (opening) over another window (transparent material). Therefore, it would 
have been obvious for one skilled in the art to use Mitchell's the transparent window as 
it is, or to replace it with an opening, this simply can be considered as a variation of 
Mitchell as long as the basic concept of providing a window for the display/keypad is 
substantially unchanged.
